Tlic Police IiKiuli'y- 

What buaincBS man with his wils 
about him ■would ailow a cloik unrc- 
Striotod accosB to his cash-box without 
inquiry from timoto timo into the man- 
ner in which his affairs woro progress- 
ing and withoQt examining the siiUo of 
the finances ns compared with that of 
the books. Loft ontiroly to himself, 
tbo most honest man In tho world 
•would be tomptod to go astray. 
Too great laxity on tho part of an em- 
ployer is doing tho employe an injustice. 
It is putting temptation in his way, 
against which lio may be unable to 
struggle successfully. Tho same rule 
applies to puolio olliccrs. We all 
know that in years gone by serious 
irregularities havo occurred with cer- 
tain officials. Tako the affair of Trca- 
Buror Gordon and that of Po.stmasler 
D'EwoSj or, later still, that of Super- 
intendent of Police Smith : Who 
among us will boliovo that had the 
Assembly occasionally examined into 
tho state of those oiliccs, any irrogus 
larities would havo ocourrod ? — that 
Gordon »nd D'Ewos would havo boon 
compelled to flee tho countiy — the ono 
to blow his own brains out in an Aix- 
la-Chapello gambliug-houso, the other 
to serve a term of iiuprisoniuont as a 
convict in an English prison 'i A 
little healthy inquiry is always beuo^ 
fioial, and although wo are not believ- 
ers in the doctrine that regards every 
man a thief until ho proves himself an 
honest man, wo are still opposed to 
throwing temptation in his way. Noi 
thing can bo more logilimato on tho 
part of tho Assembly than to inquire 
into the state of tho public ollicos. 
Tho Legislature is, in fact, the em- 
ployer of tho official. It holds tho 
purse, and as it tightens or loosens its 
hold upon tho strings, tho official 
stands or falls. No honest man obs 
jeots to render an account of his stowi 
ardship when called on in a proper 
manner, and through a proper chans 
nel — ho rathor courts than ovados io- 
voatigaticn. It is only tho rogue, who 
skulks about in holes and cornora and 
hates tho liglit because his deeds aro 
evil, who refuses an investigation 
into his affairs, Wo therefore regard 
the investigation now proceeding into 
the workings of tho Police Department 
as ono likely to result beneficially to 
tho officials and tho public. If there 
bo anything wrong in tho manage- 
ment of tho department it should bo 
made known and checked at once ; 
and if, on tho other hand, everything 
be correct, it is duo to tho officials 
themselves that full publicity should 
be given to tho fact. Tho debate yes- 
terday in tho House as to the right of 
tho Assembly to compel tho Superin- 
tendent of Police to attend as a wits 
ness upon tho Committee, was very 
interesting, and after Bomo bluster 
from a certain windy quarter, tho 
House sensibly decided to request tho 
Governor to cause Mr. Ilankin, tho 
Buperintondont of Police, to appear as 
a witness before the Committee. A 
similar course was followed when tho 
Crown Lands Comniittco required tho 
presence of official wiLiiossos, and llis 
Excellency can oiler no excuse for do- 
parting in the present instance from 
tho rule then laid down. On the other 
hand, had Mr. ilankin obeyed tho 
summons ot the Gommitteo, he might 
have rendered himself liable to cen- 
sure or dismissal by the Governor. 
It appears that a certain routine (a 
Billy ono, it may bo,) has to bo 
gone through before an iuforior officer 
can attend without tho sanctioo of his 
superior oflicer. Should the latter 
deeline to permit the attendance of 
tho subordinate, ho must bear tho res- 
ponsibility and blame himscli'. Mrllan- 
kin ought to appear belurc theCoininit- 
teo for his own sako as well as that of 
tho public, and should Hi.-i l'].Keolloiicy 
decline to poniiiL his atLuntlanco, wo 
may be suro that tlioro is something bo- 
hind the scones that is not intondod for 
the public gaze. In such an event, an 
appeal to the Colonial oflioo would 
result unfavorably for tho Governor, 
while a refusal would prove most dam- 
aging to tho repnlatioii of iMr Ilankin. 
Tho power of tho A.HsiMnbly to compel 
tho attendaiico ol' a witiiosti by virtue 
of tho Speaker's warrant, ia uoubll'iil. 
Certainly, the local Act relating to tho 
administration of oaths by tho Assum- 
bly Conveys no such powoi", and in 
recent caseti inH...uico(l by the Speaker— 
wherein iippoals to tho Privy Council 
woro made from the action of Colo- 
Dial Parliaments, by parties who had 
been imprisoned by their orUer iif) 
recusant witnesseH — iS was duciilod 
that they woro illegally held and en- 
titled to compensation for damages. 
In our own Colony, there has been 
but one instance v/herein a Speaker's 
warrant was issued, and tlio jiai'ty on 
whom it was served was at tho timo 
advised by competent legal authority 
that he had a good cuso lor the recov- 
ery of damages. The Speaker, it 
seems, is not willing to run oven tho 
risk of such an encounter, and will 
resign rather than sign a waiiant. 
Tho IIouso ol Commons has won and 
maintains the rijiht to compel the at- 
tandanco of parties before it , but the 
quostlon as to _^whothor thai power 



extends to tho Colonial Parliaments, 
would seem to havo been decided ad- 
versely for the latter. At any rate, 
tho precedent established during the 
Crown Lands' investigation — which 
tho IIouso affirmed by its vote yester- 
day — will have to bo followed in tho 
l)ro8ont case J and if the fullest infor- 
mation be not aflb/ded, tho Assembly 
will thon have a good ORSO to lay be- 
fore Mr Card\^ ell.

Dr Dickson, in euataiuin;; the ri^lit of itic 
House, quoted tha oano of Forsyth, which 
oecnrrud in 1828 in Cuiiuda, Tho Chairman 
of the Coniinillee sutnmoneil tho (iovornor'.s 
private aocrotary and tlio luljntaut {jonural 
of tho forces.

Coroner's Juries. 

Editors Colonist and Ciiiionicle : — Tha 
undersigned baa waited, for some time, Iosco 
il 80y ol tho "profeasod politicians," or col- 
onial patriots, wouldvbave brought to the 
notloe of the publioi through the press, tho 
meditated BRitault upon tbe British Conslitu- 
lion, by a Bill framed by tho Hon. Attorney 
General, und now under tho consideration of 
tho Lcgiiilalive Council, professedly, with tho 
"bimpio" object of empowering the Stipen 
dury Magistrate to perform the duties ol Uor 
oi;er, ami to romovo a complaiiil willi regard 
to the number of poraous serving on Coron- 
er's Jurors in tho Colony, It is proposed to 
reduce tho number of jurors to six iu tha city 
and three in the eouuiry districts. Now sirs, 
Ibis "simple" notion must bo looked upon, in 
its true light, lor it is a tremendous innova 
tion upon our ancient Constitution, and its 
adoption may materially aQect the rights and 
tho liberties of British subjects. Trial by 
jury, commentators tell us, has been used 
lime out of mind, in tbo British nation, and, 
seems to bo coeval with its fust civil govorn- 
nieiit. Li.s that trial by the peers ol o''eryEn(;» 
liflinian, which as the grand bulwark of his 
liberties, is secured to bim by 3]ai/nn Cliarla : 
(the great oharlei) '-imUus liber homo cap- 
iatur, vel tmprisoiutnr, (lul cxuUI, mU alu[uo 
alio Modo destrudtUr, nisi per Icijate judicium 
parium auorwn, vel per legem terrce'' which 
being ioterpreted, reads that no freeman shall 
bo apprehended, or imprisoned, or banished, 
or in any other manner disparaged, except by 
tbe legal judgment ol his peers, or by the 
law of Ibe land." Trial by jury is Iho "pal- 
liulieiim'' of Englieh liberty. 

it i - ii:i', iieci-'bsary for our present purpose 
to luoeli upon the Coroner's oiliee, how ha is 
eleoted, or that he is chosen lor lile, or his 
discretionary iiowers aa to excluding repor- 
ters of tho press from iiitiuests, &o. ; his 
power is principally judicial ; and consists, 
first in intpiiriug, when any peisoo is slain, i r 
(lies suddenly, cooceroiog tbe manner of his 
ikaih. This must be in sight of tbe corpse, 
for if tho body bo not found tbe Coroner can 
not sit. Ho must also sit at tbo very place 
whore the death happened ; and his inquiry 
is to bo inado by a jury — and now mark — 
from Jhur,jii-c, or six, of llic iieit/hlioxirinij 
towns, over wliDrn lie presides. The caution 
here may bo lnokcd upon aB extreino, but we 
know that iiilluouees, powerful inlluences, 
have been used to screen criminals who have 
beoo known to have committed most hciuous 
murders. We have not yet, thank God, sub> 
scribed to tbe civilizing notion of oor tioigh» 
bours aa to tho value of human life ; if a 
murder is committed in Great Britain it is 
not passed over by a more newspaper item. 
It rings through tha kingdom with a power- 
lul knoll, and every engine is set in motion to 
vindicate ami sustain Iho laiv. It v^ill be 
readily ailmitled that sis jurymen may be 
snilicient in tbe city of Vietoria, uud for this 
reason the reporters of tho press will bo pres- 
ent, a host in ibomselvos; but who is to watch 
the proceedings of the Coroner and tbe 
THJlEf^ in tho country districts ? Besides, 
the Coroner is tbe Justice of tlie Peace ; tbe 
jury may givo a verdict contrary lo the judg- 
ment ot tho Coroner, the Coroner's jusliee 
issues a warrant against some sus- 
pected party, whom tha jury ol " tliruo " 
acquit, and notwittislandiog that ac- 
quittal, tho justice may commit the 
suspected party to prison to be tried at tbo 
AssizL'S. The verdict of a jury of si.x, in tlio 
country districts, would bo more satisfactory 
to the public, because that number would nut 
bo suspected of being influenced by motives 
which might obstruct the course of justice.
